Barack Obama pays 
tribute to the victims of 
Friday’s mass shooting 


He spoke for a nation in sor¬ 
row, but the slaughter of all 
those little boys and girls left 
U.S. President Barack Obama, 
like so many others, reaching 
for words. Alone on a spare 
stage, Obama was a parent in 
grief 

“I am very mindful that 
mere words cannot match 
the depth of your sorrow, nor 
can they heal your woimded 
hearts,” Obama said at an 
evening vigil in the griev¬ 
ing community of Newtown, 
Conn. “I can only hope that it 
helps for you to know that you 
are not alone in your grief” 

The massacre on Friday 
of 26 children and adults at 
Sandy Hook Elementary ehcit- 
ed horror around the world, 
soul-searching in the United 
States, fresh pohtical debate 
about gun control and ques¬ 
tions about the incomprehen¬ 
sible — what drove the sus¬ 
pect to act. 

It also left a newly re-elected 
president openly grapphng for 
bigger answers. “Can we say 
that we’re truly doing enough 
to give all the children of this 
country the chance they de¬ 
serve to live out their lives in

happiness and with purpose? 
I’ve been reflecting on this the 
last few days,” Obama said, as 
some in the audience wept. 

“If we’re honest with our¬ 
selves, the answer is no.” 

He promised to lead a na¬ 
tional effort but left unclear 
what it would be and how 
much it would address the ex¬ 
plosive issue of gun control. 

“What choice do we have?” 
Obama said. “Are we really 
prepared to say that we’re 
powerless in the face of such 
carnage, that the politics are 
too hard? 

“We can’t tolerate this any 
more. These tragedies must 
end. And to end them, we 
must change.” 

He closed his remarks by 
slowly reading the first names 
of each of the 26 victims. 

For Obama, ending his 
fourth year in office, it was 
another sorrowful visit to an¬ 
other commimity in disbelief 
All the victims were killed up 
close by multiple rifle shots. 
The toll: six adults and 20 boys 
and girls, all of whom were 
just six or seven years old. 

Privately, Obama told Con¬ 


necticut Gov. Dannel Malloy 
that Friday was the most difii- 
cult day of his presidency. 

The president first met pri¬ 
vately with famihes of the vic¬ 
tims and with the emergency 
personnel who responded to 
the shootings. That meeting 
happened at Newtown High 
School, the site of Sunday 
night’s interfaith vigil. 

“We’re halfway between 
grief and hope,” said Curt 
Brand, whose fourth-grade 
daughter was in the library of 
the elementary school when 
the shootings occurred. She 
was not harmed. 

Police and firefighters got 
hugs and standing ovations 
when they entered. So did 
Obama. 

“We needed this,” said Rev. 
Matt Crebbin, senior minister 
of the Newtown Congrega¬ 
tional Church. “We need to be 
together here in this room.... 
We needed to be together to 
show that we are together and 
united.” 

Still, many of Newtown’s 
27,000 people wondered if life 
could ever return to normal. 

“I feel like we have to get 
back to normal but I don’t 
know if there is a normal any¬ 
more,” said Kim Camputo, 
mother of two children, ages 
five and 10, who attend a dif¬ 
ferent school. “I’ll definitely be 
dropping them off and picking 
them up myself for a while.”

Premier Alison Redford 
said she will continue to 
travel the country and the 
continent to make the case 
for Alberta’s oil and for the 
pipelines needed to deliver 
it. 

In a year-end interview 
with Metro, Redford said 
the lack of pipeline access 
is a crucial issue for the 
province and costing com¬ 
panies and the government 
money. 

“It is a bigger concern 
now and we are seeing an 
almost $20 differential in 
the price,” she said. 

Redford said that issue 
is why she spends more 
time travelling than her 
predecessors 

“It is one of the reasons 
I spend some time outside 
of the province, making 
sure that we are talking 
about our environmental 
reputation, what sustain¬ 
ability looks like and 
what the Alberta Economy 
means to other parts of 
North America and Can¬ 
ada,” she said. 

Hearings on the pro¬ 
posed Gateway pipeline 
will continue into 2013, 
but the project has failed to 
win much political support 
in B.C. 

Redford said Alberta will 
stay out of the province’s 
election, but will try to 
make sure all the facts 
come out, both about the 
project and about the 
oilsands. 

“We will continue to 
talk about why we think 
this is important to Canada 
and British Columbia and, 
from what I hear, in British 
Columbia leading up to 
there provincial election in 
May, there is a lot of public 
conversation about this.”

Armed with binoculars, a 
warm coat, mittens and a small 
brown field notebook, Amelie 
Roberto-Charron spent Simday 
coimting birds. 

The yoimg woman was one 
of more than 400 Edmonton¬ 
ians who volunteered to walk 
and drive aroimd the city tally¬ 
ing the feathered creatures as 
part of the annual Christmas 
Bird Count, which has been 
taking place in Edmonton since

By Simday afternoon, Rober¬ 
to-Charron and fellow counter 
John Acorn had seen 14 differ¬ 
ent types of birds, mainly chick¬ 
adees, magpies and pigeons. 

Acorn, who’s participated in 
the count since the late 1970s, 
said the event is a thoroughly 
planed operation. 

“We aU take a httle chunk of 
the city and we prowl around 
and look very carefully and 


identify everything we see,” he 
said. 

Birders were expecting to 
see a total of 50 to 60 different 
types of birds in Edmonton said 
Acorn, noting the record num¬ 
ber of species counted in the 
city is 64. 

For Roberto-Charron, tally¬ 
ing birds and spying new spe¬ 
cies is an exhilarating way to 
spend the day. 

“There’s a sense of accom¬ 
plishment every time you get 
a new species or you see a cool 
bird that you haven’t seen yet 
for the day. It’s pretty sweet,” 
she said. 

Roberto-Charron, whose 
interest in bird watching was 
sparked dirring a imiversity 
class called Biology of Birds, 
said birding is both surprisingly 
competitive and a lot of fun.

New LRT board 
set to convene 
for first meeting 

A new board set to make the 
day-to-day decisions on the 
proposed Southeast LRT fine 
will get together for the first 
time this week. 

The LRT governance 
board, which was established 
earlier this year, will report 
to coimcil regularly as it runs 
the construction and details 
of the proposed fine from Mill 
Woods to Downtown. 

Coun. Amaijeet Sohi said 
he is excited for the group to 
start its work and he believes 
it will move the project along 


faster than if coimcil was 
involved. 

“The idea behind creating 
this board is to expedite the 


process and the construction 
of the LRT once funding is fii 
place,” he said. 

The governance board is 


made up of executives from 
Capital Power, Epcor and the 
Canadian Western Bank, as 
well as people with experi¬ 
ence in large-scale infrastruc¬ 
ture packages, which Sohi 
said is also a major asset. 

“When decisions are 
being made, procurement or 
whatever that is, they bring 
that perspective to the table,” 
said Sohi. 

The project is still awaiting 
funding from the provincial 
and federal governments. Sohi 
said he hopes they understand 
how crucial it is to the city. 

“LRT is very important to 
the city and it cannot be con¬ 
ducted without the support 
of the province and federal 
government.”

Second Amendment 
doubts. Advocates say 
the latest shooting 
in Connecticut could 
be a tipping point in 
contentious debate 


Democratic lawmakers said 
Sunday that military-style 
assault weapons should be 
banned and that a national 
commission should be estab¬ 
lished to examine mass shoot¬ 
ings in the United States. 

The proposals were among 
the first to come from Con¬ 
gress in the wake of Friday’s 
school shooting in Newtown, 
Conn. 

“Assault weapons were de¬ 
veloped for the U.S. military, 
not commercial gun manufac¬ 
turers,” independent Sen. Joe 
Lieberman, a former Demo¬ 
crat, said before a vigil Simday 
night in Newtown. 

“This is a moment to start a 
very serious national conversa¬ 
tion about violence in our so¬ 
ciety, particularly about these 
acts of mass violence,” said the 
Connecticut senator. 

Gun-rights activists re¬ 
mained largely quiet on the 
issue, all but one declining 
to appear on the Sunday talk 
shows. Meanwhile, Democrats 
vowed action and said it was 
time to hear from voters — not 
gim lobbyists — on how to pre¬ 
vent the next shooting. 

Speaking Simday night at 
a vigil in Newtown, President 
Barack Obama did not spe¬ 
cifically address gun control. 


But he vowed, “In the coming 
weeks I’ll use whatever power 
this ofiBce holds to engage my 
fellow citizens, from law en¬ 
forcement to mental-health 
professionals to parents and 
educators in an effort aimed at 
preventing more tragedies hke 
this.” 

Lieberman defended the 
idea of a national commission 
as the only way to ensure that 
the “heartbreak and anger” 
of the Connecticut shooting 
doesn’t dissipate over time, 
despite the reluctance of law¬ 
makers to act on the recom¬ 
mendations of outsiders.

The gunman in the Coimecti- 
cut shooting rampage was 
carrying an arsenal of hun¬ 
dreds of rounds of especially 
deadly ammunition — enough 
to kill just about every student 
in the school if given enough 
time, authorities said Sunday, 
raising the chilling possibility 
that the bloodbath could have 
been even worse.

Ana beat us all to paradise. 1 
love you sweetie girl.” 

Ana attended Linden Chris¬ 
tian School while she lived in 
Winnipeg with her parents 
and her brother, Isaiah. Isaiah 
was also at the school during 
the shooting but escaped un¬ 
harmed. 

“As a community, let’s up¬ 
hold James, Nelba and their 
son Isaiah, as well as the many 
individuals impacted by this 
tragedy, in prayer,” said Lin¬ 
den Christian principal Rob 
Charach. 

The family attended Why¬ 
te Ridge Baptist Community 
Church while in Canada, and 
the church had a vigil Friday 
night. Pastor Terry Janke said 
about 60 families showed.

The latest crisis over the 
Islamist-backed charter evolved 
into a fight — deadly at times 
— over whether Egypt should 
move toward a religious state 
under Morsi’s Brotherhood and 
their ultraconservative Salafi 
allies or one that retains secu¬ 
lar traditions and an Islamic 
character. 

Potentially adding to ques¬ 
tions over the legitimacy of the 
vote is the low turnout in the 
first roimd — imofficiaUy esti¬ 
mated at 32 per cent, wMch if 
confirmed would be far lower 
than the presidential or par¬ 
liamentary elections following 
Mubarak’s faU. A second round 
is to be held in the remaining 
17 provinces on Saturday.

North Korea parlayed the 
success of last week’s rocket 
launch to glorify leader Kim 
Jong Un and his late father 
on Sunday, the eve of the first 
anniversary of his death.

It is also feared that after 
the rocket launch, Pyong¬ 
yang will press ahead with 
a nuclear test to build a war- 


Iran is backing presidential 
elections in Syria as part of a 
six-point plan outlined Sun¬ 
day to halt the 21-month civil 
war in Tehran’s main Middle 
East ally. 

The plan, described by 
state media and Iranian news 
agencies, also calls for efforts 
to halt the flow of weapons 
into S 3 n’ia and to hold talks 
that include the government 
of Syrian President Bashar 
Assad. 

Iran in the past has offered 
initiatives to end the Syr¬ 
ian bloodshed, but none are 
likely to gain any momentum 
with the main rebel forces 
that view Tehran as discredit¬ 
ed by its close ties to Assad.

Don’t talk to Bruce Beach 
about doomsday. He’s been 
preparing for impending dis¬ 
aster for a half-century and 
has seen apocal 3 ^tic agita¬ 
tion come and go, like so 
many fads. 

So forgive him for not 
panicking over the end of the 
Mayan calendar on Dec. 21, 
this coming Friday. 

The 78-year-old former 
high school teacher, who has 
a huge nuclear bunker, built 
his first shelter for the Cuban 
missile crisis in the 1960s. 

He was prepared to go 
underground for the Y2K 
crisis, amid widespread con¬ 
cern that computer glitches 
might bring down airplanes 
in 2000. He received lots of 
calls from people seeking 


shelter during the 1982 Falk- 
lands War. 

But his busiest day was 
Sept. 11, 2001, when his 
website was bombarded 
with 85,000 hits within three 
hours. 

People regularly drop in to 
seek refuge in the shelter he 
built in the 1980s, named the 
Ark Two, which is composed 
of 42 buried school buses. 

The lab 3 n’inth, with its 
kitchens, showers and separ¬ 
ate bunk rooms for children 
and adults, is about 90 kilo¬ 
metres northwest of Toronto, 
in Horning’s Mills. 

“People have been in a 
panic because someone has 
prophesied the end of the 
world this particular week or 
whatever,” Beach said. 

“They call us up just to 
make sure we have space in 
the shelter and 1 tell them, 
‘For sure.’” Beach’s main 
concern has always been the 
threat of nuclear attacks, 
which he fears are even 
closer than ever because of 
Middle East conflicts or Iran.

U.S. economy 


Economic data, 
fiscal cliff colour 
year-end trading 

Talks aimed at avoiding 
the so-called fiscal cliflF in 
the U.S. will keep casting 
a shadow over trading this 
week as markets begin to 
wind down for the holidays. 

But traders will have key 
economic data to serve as a 
possible distraction, includ¬ 
ing the latest reading on 
Canadian economic growth 
and retail sales. And in the 
U.S., investors will look to 
see if the strong run-up in 
housing starts carried on 
into November.

Pitfalls of self-publishing 


Going it alone. Mere 
are five tips to help you 
get in on the ebook 
explosion in 2013 


In 2012, Douglas & McIntyre 
filed for bankruptcy protection. 
Random House of Canada be¬ 
come the sole owner of McClel¬ 
land & Stewart, and Penguin 
and Random House planned to 
merge. 

It’s perhaps no surprise that 
year also saw an explosion in 
online self-publishing, with a 
wealth of platforms — iuclud- 
ing Kobo Writing life, Amazon 
Kindle Direct Pubhshing and 
iBooks Author — offering auth¬ 
ors an alternate avenue. 

“We’re actually hearing 
from a lot of different types of 
authors, some brand new and 
some successful ... that have 
had traditional contracts that 
are just using self-publishiug to 
experiment with new stuff or 
put books out that they wanted 
to do on a different cycle than 
their traditional publishers 
were,” says libby Johnson Mc¬ 
Kee, director of Kindle Direct 
Pubhshing. 

If you have dreams of being 
a self-pubhshiug sensation in 
2013, here are tips on how to 
stand out: 



I The moment you start writing 
the book, begin building your 
marketing platform. 

“The hardest thing about 
self-publishing is marketing, 
not writing, and people find 
this out too late,” says au¬ 
thor Guy Kawasaki, who has 
self-published two books and 
explains how to do so in the 
newly released APE: Author, 
Publisher, Entrepreneur — 
How to Publish Your Book. 

He recommends spending 
two to three hours a day on 
writing, and one hour a day 
building a marketing platform 
on social media sites such as 
Google Plus, Facebook, Twitter 
and Linkedln. 


2 It sounds simple but — write 
a great book (and know your 
audience). 

“Bad books just don’t sell,” 
says Johnson McKee. “And if 
you write a great book and 
really work hard on getting 
your message right, the craft 
of writing is still the thing 
that wins the day.” 

Browse blogs of authors in 
the same genre and understand 
what fans like to read. 

Once the book is written, 
start crowdsourcing. Get fans, 
friends, colleagues and others to 
copy edit and/or review the book. 

“Do this immediately be¬ 
fore it goes on sale, so that 


as soon as it goes on sale you 
have a bunch of great reviews 
for the book,” says Kawasaki 
(he sent APE in full format to 
about 1,000 people before he 
self-published it, and just three 
days after it went on sale it had 
about 135 online reviews). 

4 Lure in readers by putting 
your work on various sites 
and devices. And create catchy 
metadata, which includes the 
cover, title, description, biography, 
and price. 

“People judge a book by 
its cover, they do, so I would 
strongly recommend that 
authors consider using a pro¬ 
fessional cover designer and 
investing the time and effort 
in that,” says Mark Lefebvre, 
director of self-pubhshing and 
author relations at Kobo. As 
with an ebook’s text, the cover 
can also be changed once it’s 
out iu digital format. 

5 Write another great book as 
soon as possible. Lefebvre 
notes that passionate and dedi¬ 
cated readers will whip through 
a book and immediately check 
to see if authors have written 
anything else. 

This rule is particularly 
important for genre writers, 
adds Johnson McKee. “Those 
types of readers are voracious,” 
she says, the Canadian press 


Mulcair bets Tory-style language

Tom Mulcair boasts that he 
often sounds more like a con¬ 
servative than Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper.

Mulcair still emphasizes 
traditional NDP issues: sus¬ 
tainable development and the 
need to reduce social inequal¬ 


ities. But he’s framing them 
in conservative language, es¬ 
sentially arguing that inter- 
generational equity requires 
the current generation to carry 
its own weight. 

Mulcair’s terminology re¬ 
flects a frank political calcu¬ 
lation that New Democrats 
must overcome fingering 
doubts about their economic 
management skills if they 
hope to realize their dream of 
forming government after the 
next election.

Trail. U.S. judge found 
Teck Resources is 
liable for cleaning up 
contamination 
in Columbia River 


On a beach in northeast Wash¬ 
ington state near the Canadian 
border, Patti Bailey grabs a 
handful of what looks like 
sand and rolls the dark grains 
through her hands. 

It’s slag, the grainy waste 
from the Teck Resources lead 
and zinc smelter in Trail, B.C., 
about 10 kilometres north of 
the nearby Canadian border. 

“They’re little time bombs 
and they’re releasing zinc, cop¬ 
per, arsenic and other metals 
into the environment,” said 
Bailey, an environmental plan¬ 
ner for the Confederated Tribes 
of the Colville Reservation. 

A Washington state judge 
has ruled that Teck is liable for 
the costs of cleaning up con¬ 
tamination in the Columbia 
River south of the border from 
decades of dumping slag and ef¬ 
fluent from the company’s Trail 
operations. 

In a decision announced late 
last week. Judge Lonny Suko 
ruled that, “for decades Teck’s

Fossils unearthed 
believed to be from

Researchers say a pair of 
fossils unearthed in the 
hills north of Las Vegas be¬ 
longed to a saber-toothed 
cat. 

The Las Vegas Review- 
Journal reports that a team 
from California’s San Ber¬ 
nardino County Museum 
identified the fossils dug 
up in June as being front 
leg bones from the extinct 
predator.

Leslie Mann has made quite 
the career in husband Judd 
Apatow’s movies, playing 
characters not too different 
from herself in Knocked Up, 
Funny People and now This 
is 40. In fact, much of the 
squabbling between Mann’s 
Debbie and Paul Rudd’s Pete 
in This is 40 was cultivated 
at home, making the film a 
land of marriage counselling 
for the parents of two. 


“It’s like what 1 would fan¬ 
tasize about saying to Judd,” 
Mann explains. “Like Debbie 
can say these things to Pete, 
but Leslie can’t really say 
these things to Judd.

“It’s fun for Maude be¬ 
cause we don’t allow her to 
curse at home. 1 know she 
does at school,” she says. “So 
it was fim for her to be able 
to do that at work, which 1 
didn’t think was a great idea, 
but Judd thinks is funny.

Even with Apatow’s brand 
of bold, uncomfortable com¬ 
edy, Mann says she’s game for 
an54:hing.

Naomi Watts has spent a 
lot of time getting to know 
Maria Belon, and her esteem 
for the Spanish woman has 
in no way diminished.

ing, you still had to hang on 
tight,” she says.

Les Miserables hasn’t hit the¬ 
atres yet, but there’s already 
talk of Academy Awards. 

“The whole thing is a very 
big tour de force for an Oscar,” 
says its costume designer Paco 
Delgado, who has worked on 
critical hits such as Bad Educa¬ 
tion and The Skin 1 Live In. 

Delgado thinks that the 
early rave reviews come down 
to the fact that it’s the first film 
version of a musical to feature 
live recording as opposed to lip 
synched performances of pre¬ 
recorded songs. 

But the movie’s starry team 


might also have something to 
do with it. The Oscar winner 
Tom Hooper, best known for 
The King’s Speech, directed 
Hugh Jackman, Russell Crowe 
and Aime Hathaway in what 
critics are calling roles of a fife- 
time. 

“When Aime Hathaway 
sang I Dreamed a Dream, I was 
moved to tears,” Delgado said. 

Delgado talked Metro 
through how he underscored 
the movie’s three most emo¬ 
tive performances with cos¬ 
tume. 

The inspiration 

“Costumes always have a 
theatrical kind of feeling, 
whereas clothes are very real, 
and what I tried to do with this 
movie is to get into the skin of 
the character whom I’m dress¬ 
ing,” Delgado explains. 

Anne Hathaway: 
Distressed dothes 

You’d have to be living under a 


rock to have missed all the en¬ 
tertainment headlines about 
Anne Hathaway’s 25 pound 
weight loss for her role as the 
tragic emaciated Fantine. It 
turns out the clothes went 
through the ringer as well. 


“We would sand down the 
fabrics and bleach the materi¬ 
als,” he explains. “And we even 
used blow torches to make the 
clothes look as though they’d 
been through a lot of stress,” 
says Delgado. 


“Fantine starts outs as a 
pretty girl in cotton mousse¬ 
line dresses, which are old but 
still pretty, and gradually we 
introduce coarser materials to 
show her descent into prostitu¬ 
tion,” says the designer. 

Hugh Jackman: 
Bringing the lowly to 
life 

Hugh Jackman’s Jean Valjean 
is a former convict and an out¬ 
cast. So Delgado used “blood 
red rags, rough linens and ma¬ 
terials like hessian and hemp 
to reflect his social position 
and discomfort.” 

“After he breaks parole, Val¬ 
jean becomes more sophisti¬ 
cated in his dress, particularly 
during his ascension to village 
mayor,” Delgado explains. 

Russell Crowe: 

Dressing a black soul 

“He wears a imiform pretty 
much for the entire film. So 


he’s not the most interesting 
character (to dress) in that re¬ 
spect,” Delgado says. “Russell 
really wanted to show a man

Every parent has at least one 
box of their adult children’s 
things buried in the base¬ 
ment, or tucked away in an 
attic. But whatever misgiv¬ 
ings they may have about 
their kid’s junk pales in com¬ 
parison to the array of items 
Chuck Comeau’s been stor¬ 
ing at his parent’s home for 
the last 15 years. 

The Simple Plan drum¬ 


mer has played the role of 
“archivist” in the Montreal- 
based band since he and 
singer Pierre Bouvier start¬ 
ed out as Reset when they 
were teenagers. “In the early 
years, you don’t really know 
if you’re going to become 
successful,” he says, as he 
autographs a foot-tall stack 
of press photos of the five- 
piece group. “For some rea¬ 
son, we felt it would be cool 
to look back on that stuff.” 

Comeau finally made 
good on his threat last sum¬ 
mer, digging through the 
30 boxes of set fists, ticket 
stubs and even record label 
rejection letters in prepara¬ 
tion for a book, titled Simple 
Plan: The Official Story, that 
celebrates the 10th anniver¬ 
sary of the group’s debut al¬ 
bum, No Pads, No Helmets 
... Just Balls. “It took a long 
time,” he says. “You would 


stop and read something and 
think, ‘Oh my God, I can’t be¬ 
lieve I still have that.’” 

Included with the vari¬ 
ous ephemera are some 
of the 45,000 photos the 
group have banked over 
their 12 year run, during 
which they’ve sold close to 
10 million albums. “The first 
two albums, was non-stop, 
straight, zigzagging around 
the planet,” recalls rh 5 Thm 
guitarist Sebastien Lefebvre. 
“To see how much we’ve 
done was the most fun part 
for me.” 

Quebec journalist Kath¬ 
leen Lavoie tells their story, 
creating what Comeau calls 
“a cool artifact.” 

“We put ourselves in the 
shoes of a hardcore fan,” he 
says.

Your children may have wish

Conn., the Patriots joined 
teams across the NFL that 
honoured the victims’ 
memoiy by asking for a 
moment of silence. 

New York Giants 
receiver Victor Cruz, after 
learning that he was the 
favourite player of one 
six-year-old victim, wrote 
“R.LP. Jack Pinto,” “Jack 
Pinto, my hero” and “This 
one is for you” on his shoes 
for the Giants game against 
the Falcons. Cruz said he 
called the boy’s family after 
hearing he was a Giants fan 
and was told they planned 
to buiy him in one of Cruz’s 
No. 80 jerseys. 

“I don’t even know how 
to put it into words,” Cruz 
said. “There are no words 
that can describe the type 
of feeling that you get 
when a kid idolizes you so 
much that unfortunately 
they want to put him in the 
casket with your jersey on. I 
can’t even explain it.”

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Courting disaster? NHLPA 
to vote on dissolving union 



NHL Lockout talks 
shift from boardroom 
to courtroom with 
no end in sight 


A critical vote was set to 
begin Sunday that will deter¬ 
mine if the NHL labour battle 
moves from the negotiating 
table to the courtroom. 

The players are casting 
their ballots on whether or 
not to give their executive 
board the authority to dis¬ 
solve the NHL Players’ Asso¬ 
ciation. 

Doing so would allow the 
board to file a disclaimer of 
interest, which is a step to¬ 
ward disbanding the union 
and giving the players the 
chance to file anti-trust law¬ 
suits against the league. 

Two-thirds of the union’s 
membership must vote in 
favour of the move over a 
five-day period that ends 
Thursday, then the union 
executive board must re¬ 
spond. 

The league has already 


taken some pre-emptive 
action after it filed a class- 
action complaint on Friday 
that asked a federal court 
in New York to make a dec¬ 
laration on the legality of the 
lockout. 

The NHL also filed an un¬ 
fair labour practice charge 
with the U.S. National Labor 
Relations Board. 

The union was quick to 
respond with a statement on 


Friday night that suggested 
the league was overstepping 
its bounds. At that point, it 
had yet to even be served 
with the lawsuit. 

“The NHL appears to be 
arguing that players should 
be stopped from even con¬ 
sidering their right to decide 
whether or not to be repre¬ 
sented by a union,” it read. 
“We believe that their pos¬ 
ition is completely without

Ted Ligety’s giant slalom ski¬ 
ing is so much better than 
anyone else’s right now that 
his rivals are studying his 
technique. 

The American cruised to 
his third GS win of the sea¬ 
son by a large margin Sunday 
after an opening run that left 
his fellow skiers in awe, giving 
the U.S. team two wins in two 
days. 

Ligety sliced his way down 
the classic Gran Risa course 
in Alta Badia, Italy, in a two- 
run combined time of two 
minutes, 37.27 seconds. De¬ 
fending overall World Cup 


winner Marcel Hirscher fin¬ 
ished second, 2.04 seconds 
behind, and Thomas Fanara 
of France was third, 3.27 back. 

“You can’t do anything at 
the moment. He’s way ahead,” 
former overall winner Ivica 
Kostelic said of Ligety. “You 
need a lot of work to do some¬ 
thing hke that, and a lot of tal¬ 
ent as well. 

“He’s skiing on the edge 
most of the time, and his 
angles are bigger than eveiy- 
body else,” added Kostelic, 
who finished 21st, more than 
six seconds back. 

Both Hirscher and Kostelic 


acknowledged that they have 
been studying video of Ligety. 
The highlight reel in this race 
was Ligety’s first run, when he 
posted a massive 2.40-second 
advantage over Hirscher. 

“At the moment I’m happy 
to be two seconds belund 
Ted,” Hirscher said. “There’s 
not much more you can do to 
be competitive. We’re all look¬ 
ing to Ted. It’s perfect skiing. 
We’re all stud 3 dng his lines.” 

For all intents and purpos¬ 
es, the race was over after the 
first run. 

“The first run was confus¬ 
ing for me and confusing for a 


lot of other guys,” Ligety said. 
“I had perfect grip whereas a 
lot of other guys were strug¬ 
gling with chatter. It was a 
bizarre margin for how it felt 
like, though. It didn’t feel like 
anything super special. I’ve 
skied better in training.” 

In the second run, Ligety 
just needed to make sure he 
made no major mistakes in 
the second leg. He had a slight 
problem midway down in the 
second run, putting his left 
hand down on the snow, but 
quickly regained control. 

Steven Nyman, another 
American, won the downhill 
in nearby Val Gardena on 
Saturday, making it the first 
time two American men won 
races on consecutive days 
since Marco Sullivan and Bode 
Miller achieved the feat in 
Chamonix, France, in January

1:17:48.0. 

Norway’s Sjur Roethe took 
bronze in 1:17:49.0. 

Babikov, who was the top 
Canadian, finished with a time 
of 1:17:55 but was in the top 
three and in contention for a 


medal just past the race’s half¬ 
way mark. 

“There were two guys on 
the breakaway and I thought 
I would get with them and 
maybe we’ll stay away from 
the group but it didn’t happen. 
I tried. What can I say?” said 
Babikov, 32, who was bom in 
Russia. 

“I just didn’t have enough 
energy today.” 

Graham Nishikawa of 
Whitehorse finished 15th, Cal¬ 
gary’s Kevin Sandau was 34th 
and Brian McKeever, also of 
Calgary, was 38th. 

It was the best finish of Ni- 
shikawa’s career and the best 
of the season so far for Babikov. 


“I got some bonus points 
which is not usual for me and 
12th place is still awesome,” 
Babikov said. “I hope we’ll 
have more World Cups here.” 

National coach Justin Wads¬ 
worth said Babikov wasn’t feel¬ 
ing well before the race but 
added that he has the ability to 
ski with anybody in the world 
on his best day. 

“He just hung in there. The 
result was good. He’s been sol¬ 
id,” Wadsworth said. “I think 
the biggest improvement is 
Ivan’s been so consistent this 
year. For sure he’s been close 
to the top 15 in distance races 
so that’s a really good start for
